SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 28.—Wil- 
liam G. Irwin, multi-miliionaire sugar 
planter of Honolutu, died at his home 
here today. At the bedside were his 
wife, Mrs. Fannie Ives Irwin; his 
daughter, Mrs. Charles Templeton 
Crocker, and the latter's husband. 
Irwin was 76 years old and a member 
of the Pacific Union, University and 
Burlingame clubs. 

Irwin owned the entire island of 
Lanai of the Hawatlian group. 
bought it five years ago from Charles 
Gey 
subject, 
can region of 138 squat® miles, with 
a population of 600. The purchase 
caused threats of international com- 
plications, but the United Btates Su- 
preme Court upheld his title. 

His career was one of the most 
picturesque of the capitalists of the 
Pacific Coast. From a clerk in 
Hawali he became a magtiate with 
a fortune estimated as running into 
the tens of millions. His home in 
Honolulu is one of the most 
magnificent in the island city. 

Irwin was noted for his liberality 
to charity. He donated fifteen acres, 
valued at $30,000, to Honolulu for 
park purposes.

Irwin served in the Cabinet of King

WILSON SAID TO BE UNCON- 
CERNED AT FUNCTION. 
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Belicves Honors Bestowed on Of- 
ficers of the Cruiser Idsume in 
Mexico City Are No Different from 
Those Accorded to British and 
German Naval Men.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 238.—The 
ever-recurrent appeal of the Mexican 
Constitutionalists that they be per- 
mitted to purchase arms in the Unit- 
ed States on an even footing with the 
Huerta government may be granted 
soon. Although President Wlison and 
Secretary Bryan have reached no 
final determination on that point, the 
Washington government is strongly 
inclined to such a course as the next 
step in its Mexican policy. 

Informal inquiry today among 
prominent administration , officials 
disclosed the fact that virtually the 
entire Cabinet, many members of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
and many of the leaders in Congress 
are ready to support the President 
should he raise the embargo on arms 
by proclamation. 

The recent defalcation by the 
Huerta government of the interest on 
ite bonds, the growing anxiety of 
European nations about the financial 
affairs of Mexico, and the declared 
intention of the Constitutionalists to 
carry the fighting into the thickly 
populated cities of Central Mexico 
are said to be underlying reasons for 
some further development of the 
American policy. 

That the President is giving serious 
consideration to the question of arms 
is apparent from the evidence which 
daily has been coming to the Wash- 
ington goverpment of the disad- 
vantage to which a denial of arms 
has put the Constitutionalists. The 
latter have argued that whatever 
might be the sympathies of the Unit- 
ed States toward the Mexican fac- 
tions, they have, bx forbidding ex- 
portation of arms into Mexico, helped 
Huerta. 

REBELS’ ARGUMENT. 

The chief argument being placed 
before President Wilson is that the 
Huerta government has experienced 
little difficulty in buying munitions 
of war in countries other than the 
United States, while the Constitution- 
alists have been cut off from their 
(ply external source of supply—the 
American border—and that in this 
respect the American policy its one 
of partiality instead of neutrality. 

The reason for the President's re- 
fusal of arms to both factions as 
stated in his address to Congress last 
August was a desire not to add to the 
bloodshed. 

The view among officials that to 
give arms to both sides on an equality 
would end the revolution quickly in 
favor of the Constitutionalists pro- 
ceeds from the belief that the latter 
have more men available for service 
and are financially better able to ob- 
tain supplies than is the Huerta 
regime. There is a feeling among the 
proponents of the plan also that the 
mere announcement of the Washing- 
ton government's intention to raise 
the embargo would have the effect 
of weakening the Huerta government 
throughout Mexico. Before finally 
passing on the question it is believed 
the American government will seek 
assurances that the lives and property 
of all foreigners will be respected and 
that arms would not be permitted to 
fall into the possession of irresponsi- 
ble banda, 

Official Washington gossiped con- 
siderably about published stories that 
the Huerta government was getting 
arms from Japan, and that this phase 
of the situation was discussed at the 
conference on Monday between the 
President and the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee. 

WHITE HOUSE VIEW.

CULLOM BURIAL 
AT SPRINGFIELD. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Former 
Senator Shelby M. Cullom of Illinois 
died today after an illness of more 
than a week, during which he hov- 
ered between life and death. His last 
words were a wish that he might 
have lived to see the completion of 
the national memorial to Abraham 
Lincoln, who was his personal friend. 

Since his retirement from the Sen- 
ate last March Mr. Cullom had been 
resident commissioner of the commis- 
sion created by Congress to build the 
$2,000,000 memoria! to Lincoln. 

A little more than a week ago he 
was taken with grippe. His advanced 
age put his recovery beyond hope, 
but his wonderful vitality postponed 
the end from one sinking spell to an- 


other. He was 85 years old and had 
@ record of fifty years of continuous 
ublic service. The former Senator's 
ast hours were divided between 
Spells of unconsciousness and short 
intervals in which he recognized 
those at his bedside. Although his 
wonderful vitality had sustained life 
from hour to hour, it became appar- 
ent early today, when he could take 
no nourishment, that the end was 
not far off. 
FUNERAL SERVICE TODAY. 

Later today it was decided to have 
a brief funeral service at the Cullom 
home in Massachusetts avenue, at 10 
a. m. tomorrow, and take the body to 
Springfield, III., where the former 
Senator's first and second wives and 
his children are buried. 

The Senate adjourned for the day 
as a mark of respect to the memory 
of the former Senator when his 
death was announced. 

Shelby Moore Cullom's death end- 
ed fifty years of continuous public 
service that had made him a public 
figure in American national life and 
brought him into official relations 
with every President from Abraham 
Lincoln to Woodrow Wilson. 

Andrew Jackson was President of 
the United States when Mr. Cullom 
was born in 1829, in the m Spring 
Valley of Kentucky, near the Cum- 
berland, where the Culloms of Mary- 
land and the Cuffeys of North Caro- 
lina, drifting westward with the tides 
of immigration that set In at the close 
of the revolution, founded their early 
home. 

FRIEND OF LINCOLN, 

Kentucky was a slave State at his 
birth and the Culloms moved to IIII- 
nois to be in a free State. The elder 
Cullom was then a friend of Lincoln, 
recommending the struggling back- 
woods lawyer to prospective clients. 
Young Cullom, scraping together the 
rudiments of an education gained by 
tolling over rough primeval roads, 
became successively a student at Mt. 
Morris Academy, a country school 
teacher and a lawyer, being admitted 
to the bar at Springfield in 1855.

After the historic Lincoln and 
Douglas debates, Cullom's intimate 
association with Lincoln caused him 
to follow Lincoln Into the Republican 
party. 

During the first of prihiaent Lin- 
coln’s second term Mr. liom came 
to the national House of Representa- 
tives and began a work which virtu- 
ally was interrupted only when he 
served two terms as Governor of IIli- 
nols. 

NOMINATED GRANT. 


After six years in the House, dur- 
ing which he had seen the impeach- 
ment of Andrew Johnson, he returned 
to Tilinots, vowing never again to take 
office, only to become Speaker of\the 
Legisiature and later Governor. At 
the Philadelphia convention he placed 
Grant in nomination for his second 
term in seventy-five words, said to be 
the shortest nominating speech ever 
delivered. 

SENATORIAL CAREER. 

Cullom's career as a United States 
Senator began in 1883, when he re- 
signed as Governor and was elected to 
succeed David Davis. Hisservice in the 
Senate chamber was an unbroken one 
for thirty years—five consecutive 
terme—a record excelled only by two 
other men-—Senator Allison of Iowa 
and Senator Morrill of Vermont. He 
entered the Senate in 18853, a spry, ac- 
tive man of 54. He left in 1913, a 
fading, tottering man of 84, but with 
a brain still bright and active. 

Down through the administration 
of Cleveland, Harrison, McKinley, 
Roosevelt and Taft, he held important 
chairmanships when his party was 
in power, finally that of the Foreign 
Relations Committee.

The committee sent a 
delegation on board the yacht Nord 
Alexis, to arrange for the entry into 
the capital of Senator Davilmar Theo- 
Gore, the leader of the revolution, 
who is now at Cape Haitien. Other 
measures will be taken to establish a

VOTE FRAUD TANGLE. 


Two Men Indicted at Chicago for 
Conspiracy in Bringing Evidence 
to the Grand Jury.

within wheels of the vote fraud in- 
vestigation and prosecution developed 
a new angle today. An indictment 
charging Samuel Goldman and Henry 
Minsky with conaniring to thwart jus- 
tice was returned, and in it John E. 
Northup, special State Attorney, ap- 
pointed to prosecute the vote fraud 
cases, was named, but not as a de- 
fendant. 

Last spring, when charges were 
made that Maclay Hoyne, State At- 
torney, was the alleged beneficiary of 
ballots altered in his favor, he sought 
to conduct a grand jury investigation 
himself but after a spirited contest 
in court Northup was upheld. The 
county board refused to appropriate 
funds for the investigation, whereupon 
Northup raised $15,000 by public sub- 
scription. The special grand jury 
which he conducted, returned a num- 
ber of indictments, and last week two 
of the defendants were convicted. 
Other cases are due to be heard next 
week. 

Paul W. Rothenberg was an in- 
vestigator for Northup and was his 
principal witness before the grand 
jury. Northup alleges that after he 
had refused Rothenberg’s demands for 
money, the latter went to Hoyne and 
reported that his testimony was per- 
jured.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Jan. 24.—After a prolonged 
investigation the Public Lands Com- 
mittee of the House has recommend- 
ed the passage of the resolution by 
Congressman Raker, rejecting the 
claims of certain settlers on lands in 
the Imperial Valley, once the bed of 
Salton Sea, that had been withdrawn 
for a prospective reclamation project, 


and denying the appeal of L. H. Scott 
of El Centro and his attorney, F. G. 
Havens, lor haif a section of the land 
which ig now held to be worth $150 
on acre, and conveying the half sec- 
tion of land to Hon. Victor E Shaw 
of Loe Angeles. 

The report of the committee says 
that contrary to the assertions d 
Scott and others, Director F. H. 
Newell of the Reclamaticn Service 
reported to Chairman Scott Ferris of 
the Public Lands Commi*tee that the 
Reclamation Service, or any of its of- 
ficers, had never at any time author- 
ized anyone to enter on the reserved 
lands, nor did they ever hold out any 
inducements that they would have 
any possible prior, or any, right or 
claim to the land when it should be 
thrown open to entry, fit should be 
thrown open to entry, if 't should be 
so thrown open, but that i: ‘ad been 
the policy of the Reclamation Service 
at all times to advise parties that as 
any purpose no one was entitied 
to make any prior or legal or any en- 
try upon the land while it was re- 
served, and before it was released 
from reservation or withdrawal. 

The committee reported that the 
bill should be enacted. 

The Secretary of the Interior told 
the committee: 

“The department favors the enact- 
ment of this bill, as it would material- 
iy tend to relieve some of the dim 
culties and complications arising due 
to the resurvey in the Imperial Val- 
ley, Cal.” 

The Senate Committee on Pubiic 
Lands reported favorably on the bill 
June 6, 1913. 

As to the Scott claim, the Interior 
Department gave a statement January 
19, 1914, in which it was sald: 

“In an affidavit filled by Scott Sep- 
tember 8, 1913, he alleges that he 
went into possession of the tract em- 

braced in his applicatién March 21, 
1912; that_he had no water stock for 
it, but that he had leveled all of the 
acres disked and 
thirty-five acres bordered. Ah of this 
work of clearing was done in May, 
1913, at an expenditure of $200. 

“Tt should be noted that Scott's al- 
leged occupancy of the land, his ap- 
plication therefor, and his improve- 
ments, which were made in the face 
of the rejection of his application, 
were all long su vent to the with- 
drawal of the land. His attempted 
occupancy of the tract and claim 
therefor were accordingly unauthor- 
ized and illegal and can confer no 
rights upon him.”

Report of Rich Gold Find 
Starts a Stampede. 


Settlers Required to Show

It recites, This office is of the opinion 
that in the extremely dry climate of 
Southeastern Arizona . at least 
two acre feet per irrigable acre, dur- 
ing an irrigation season of 150 days, 
should; as a general rule, be shown 
in order to render a final proof upon 
a desert land entry sufficient.” . 
Phoenix Land Office has figured that 
on this basis the claimant to a quar- 
ter-section of land for final proof 
must show a water supply of 420 gal- 
lons a minute for the 150-day sea- 
son. The case on which the decision 
was made was that of a San Simon 
Valley settler, who asked title on the 
basis of an artesian flow of seventy- 
five gallons a minute. This Was de 
cided ineufficient for the quantity of 
land claimed. The decision is a seri- 
ous blow to the hopes of hundreds of 
homesteaders, who have been living 
on dry acres with the expectation of 
making final proof at the end of the 
minimum residential period.

TO PURIFY WATER. 
Imperialy Laundry Manager Acci- 
dentally Discovers that Steam Has 
Instant Effect—Process Costs Little.

This 
water is forced through the pipe up 
into the tank by a thin spurt of 
steam at a pressure of ninety pounds, 
and the steam that enters end warms 
the water in the tank steriles it on 
the way. As it stands in the tank the 
impurities all settle to the bottom 
and are drawn off, leaving he clear 
water ready for use. 

Though the water in the city mains 
bas often been very muddy since 
then, no trouble whatever has been 
experienced by the laundry since the 
installation of the steam pump. Ags 
in other cases where important dis- 
coveries have been made, this one 
was made by the merest accident. 

The simplicity of this operation and 
its effectiveness is considered by Mr. 
Carter a great find for all who are 
compelled to use pure water in large 
quantities. By this method 1200 gal- 
ions of water an hour is now being 
lifted ready for use with a pressure 
of only ninety pounds. With heavier 
pressure there need be no limit to 
the volume purified. The water when 
it leaves the pipe has a temperature 
of about 150 deg. The water thus 
purified may be used for drinking 
purposes as well as any filtered Wa- 
ter.

CIVID SERVICE LECTURE, 


Club Woman Delivers an Address at 
South Pasadena in Which She De- 
noumces the @poils System. 

SOUTH PASADENA, Jan. 28.—Re- 
form in many branches of the govern- 
ment was advocated last evening by 
Mrs. W. A. Galentine, who spoke on | 
the subject, “Sweeps and Keeps,” ‘at 
the Lincoln Park Auditorium.

FIND WRENCH 
AS ARSON AID. 


Used to Cripple Fire Auto, 


Belonged to Davis. 


Three New Witnesses for 
State Located. 


Lines Tighten About Veteran 
Accused of Killing. 


A new sensation sent a _ thrill 
through Sawtelle yesterday when de- 
tectives discovered, imbedded in mud 


near the fire engine-heuse, a wrench 
belonging to Wilson E. Davis, who is 
accused of the slaying of his partner, 
William G. Wheeler, and suspected of 
the killing of David A. Yarlott, one 
of his comrades in the Civil War. 

The wrench, which was seen among 
Davis's collection of tools two days 
before the Wheelgr murder on New 
Year's. Day, is believed by the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office to have been 
used to render useless the fire equip- 
ment as a precautionary step in the 
plan to destroy the Wheeler home. 

When the alarm of fire came in 
from the Wheeler home on New 
Year's Day, Fire Chief Field of Saw- 
telle and his men started to respond, 
but they found the auto chemical and 
other apparatus had been tampered 
with, and therefore did not go. Three 
days later, when the home of David 
A. Yarlott was burned, a wrench had 
been used on the hub of the auto 
chemical and pieces of the machinery 
broken so that it could not be run 
to the fire. 

Pailure of the fire apparatus to 
arrive resulted in the destruction of 
both homes. 


SAW HIM. 


The finding of the wrench, which 
has been positively identified as be- 
longing to Davis, was followed yes- 
terday by ‘two other startling oc- 
currences at Sawtelle. Two witnesses 
were found who saw Davis emerge 
from the fire engine-house on Fourth 
street, near Oregon. at Sawtelle on 
January 4, and another witness was 
found who saw Davis going toward 
the Tarlott home three days after the 
Wheeler home had been burned. 
Close checking of the time shows that 
Davis was seen going toward the Yar- 
lott home at an hour when he asserts 
he was in Los Angeles. The finding 
of this witness by detectives vas due 
to an accident and the circumstance 
may prove one of the most important 
points of the case of circumatantial 
evidence which the State is building 
around Davis. 

The person who saw Davis, and 
whose name is withheld by the State, 
thought nothing of the incident and 
a few days ago went away from Saw- 
tolle. Having read of the two fires 
and the two deaths under identical 
circumstances and then having 
learned of the arrest of Davis as a 
suspect, the witness, on returning to 
Sawtelle yesterday, remarked about 
the peculiar coincidence of having 


een Davis going to the Yarlott home

Although we y fair salaries, it is 
almost impossible to keep the supply 
of teachers up with the demand.”

BUNDY ADMITS GUILT, PLEADS 
FOR IMPRIGONMENT.

Defense Confines Itself to Endeav- 
oring to Establish Injury to Head 


Louls. Bundy, 18 years old, who 
killed Harold Ziesche, 16 years old, 
to get money “to give my girl a good 
time,” will probably learn this after- 
noon whether he is to pass the re- 
mainder of his life behind prison walls 
or hang by the neck until dead. 
Rapid progress was made in the case 


‘yesterday in Judge Willis’s court. A 


quick verdict is looked for by court 
attaches. 

The wanton killing of Harold was 
rehearsed again yesterday when Po- 
lice Court stenographers read from 
the witness stand the shorthand 
notes of the two confessions made by 


Bundy to Detective Hosick and Capt. 
Flammer. The blood-stained pick 
handle and the rock with which he 
crushed the skull and chest of the 
lad were exhibited with several other 
bloody exhibits and introduced as evi- 
dence. 

Bundy did not show the least emo- 
tion when the pick handle and rock 
were shown to the jurors and judge. 
He never raised his eyes from the 
Noor during the afternoon session. 
His sister Josephine sat beside him 
and tried to cheer him. He would 
not talk even to her while court was 
in Session. 

Dr. C. N. Hopkins, brother-in-law 
of the defendant, testified that Bundy 
is “mentally deficient and subject to 
spasms and pains in the head.” He 
said he prescribed for the defendant 
on several occasions when he com- 
plained of terrific pains in the head. 
Several alienists will testify this 
morning for both sides. 

E. M. Ziesche, father of the mur- 
dered boy, was the first witness called 
by the prosecution. He was called 
by Deputy District Attorney Veltch to 
establish the fact that his boy was 
killed. He was excused by the de- 
fense. The father showed consider- 
eble emotion in speaking of “my dead 
boy Harold.” Harold's mother is se- 
riously ill at her home. Ziesche kept 
his eves riveted on young Bundy's 
downcast eyes while on the stand. 
Bundy held his hands over his face 
while the father of the slain boy 
was testifying. 

Josephine Bundy, sister of the de- 
fendant, testified her brother “would 
not work, but wanted to play base- 
ball.” She said he complained of 
pains in the back of the head. She 
told how he was hit on the head nine 
years ago and knocked unconscious 
for two days while playing baseball. 
She admitted “Louls complained of 
these pains while suffering from poison 
oak to which he was subject.” 

David Bundy, the father, testified 
his con Louis “is not right in the 
head.” He admitted under cross- 
examination that “Louis played short- 
stop on several of the fastest semi- 
professional teams in California and 
Veitch brought out the point that the 
fastest thinkers and speediest players 
are stationed at shortstop, it being one 
of the most important positions on a 
baseball nine. 

Detectives Hosick, Winn and White 
and Stenographers Sam Coulter and 
Harold Ellmaker also testified. Attor- 
ney Rogers in a short address to the 
jury admitted the defendant's cullt 
and made a plea for life imprison- 
ment.

The scars on the earth's surface are sure 
indications of where trouble has taken place 
in the past.

We may reap 
apparent benefit by flirting with chance. 
but nature knows; she does not gamble on 
uncertainties. She is serenely unsuscepti- 
ble to human bluff. She can be conquered 
by mathematical accuracy and persistent 
endeavor, as in the digging of the Panama 
Canal and the construction of the Los An- 
geles aqueduct.

EMOCRATS ROB FARMERS. 

Already the effect of Democratic tin- 
kering with the tariff is seriously felt -in 
California. Thousands of acres which last 
year were planted to sugar beets have this 
year been put into barley and the conse- 
quence is that big sugar factories will lie 
dle. This means a great loss to farmers. 
It really amounts to the Democrats putting 
their hands into the pockets of California 
ranchers and extracting millions therefrom. 

The announcement is made that two of 
the largest sugar companies of Central Cali- 
fornia will not start their mills this year. 
The Sacramento Valley Sugar Company and 
the Alameda Sugar Company have let it be 
known that their refineries will not be oper- 
ated. The Sacramento company has a large 
refinery in Hamilton, but it has informed 
farmers who usually sow beets for it that 
it will not make any contracts to buy beets 
this year. The Alameda Sugar Company 
states that its large refinery at Alvarado is 
to remain closed. Moreover, this company 
will not go ahead with the building of a re- 
finery at Meriden, the structural steel for 
which is on the ground, until it sees how 
the Democratic tariff is going to work. 

There is no bluff about these announce- 
ments. The land of the companies which 
last year yielded so many thousand tons of 
sugar beets is already seeded to barley. 
The Sacramento company is raising the 
grain crop itself; the Alameda Sugar Com- 
pany has leased its lands to farmers who 
are putting in the barley. Officials of the 
company make the statement that the dark 
outlook for the future, owing to the enact- 
ment of the tariff law which will put sugar 
on the free list May 1, 1916, has caused 
them to stop operations. 

In Southern California, where beet grow- 
ers received several millions last year from 
sugar companies, it is believed the inten- 
tion of most of the companies is “to take 
a chance.” The San Joaquin Valley Sugar 
Company also expects to run its plant at VI. 


bis job as comumnder-in-chief of the Asiatic 


Valley company (formerly California mem- 
ber of the Democratic National Committee) 
has informed a San Francisco newspaper 
that his company will run the plant in the 
hope that before 1916 there will be a change 
in the determination to put sugar on the 
free list. He says he believes that “a great 
party ought to be great enough to reverse 
itself rather than to go ahead with a policy 
that will ruin a great industry.” 

But few of us can have faith that the 
Democratic party will do the right thing 
and reverse itself.

Spanish Plurals. 

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 26.—[To the 
Editor of The Times.] All who know 
anything of the history of this country 
must deepfy appreciate your “roast” 
of that committee of Teachers of 


Languages in the Los Angeles Public 
Schools’ (God save the mark!) for 
their hideous malpractice upon the 
historic name of this city. 

It is refreshing, also, to note the 
emphasis with which the Board of 
Education rebuked the impudence 
and ignorance of this “committee.” 
It seems to be high time that the 
best beloved of cities should teach 
her children to call her name aright. 
There is no other city in the world 
whose inhabitants so miserably and 
shamelessly and with so many 
varieties of foolishness miscall the 
name of the town they live in. I do 
not know of any law of God or man 
why this should be so. On the other 
hand there are a great many rea- 
sons why the inhabitants of Los An- 
Seles should themselves practice, and 
should demand of their visitors, a 
decent pronunciation of this noble 
name. 

I trust, however, that a rural paper 
in commenting upon this same matter 
misquotes a veteran member of the 
Board of Education, whom it al- 
leges to have “regretted that Los An- 
gelos, the original way of spelling the 
name, had into disuse.” 

There is not, there never was, and 
there never could be, in the Spanish 
language. any such word as An- 
gelos.”” That would be possible only 
if the singular ended in o as every 
student knows. 

But the singular does not end in o.“ 
It is Angel—with the accent on the 
first ayllable and the “g” hard. There 
is no other way in which such a 
word in Spanish can form its plural 
than by adding “es.” It makes no 
difference about the gender of the 
nouns, in this case or in any similar 
case. Both genders find their plural 
in “es.” On the other hand, we can 
imagine the stir there would be in 
heaven—and even in the Seventh 
Ward, and about the ears of the 
Board of Education—if the said 
board restricted all Angels to He- 
ones—as “Angelos” would do, if such 
a barbarism were endurable to any 
Spanish-speaking person. 

The Spanish nouns that end in “el” 
are hot a long vocubulary, but there 
is no variation in the rule of their 
plural. 

Carcel (prison) plural Carcetes 

Cincel (chisel) plural Cinceles 
Pincel (pencil) plural-pinceles 
and 80 on. 

No dictionary, no grammar, no au- 
thority gives any other possible “for- 
mation” for the plural of a Spanish 
word ending in el.“ 

The name “Los Angeles” has 
figured largely in Spanish-American 
history for almost four centuries, and

dozen countries. And no one but an 
“Innocent” ever put an o in it in 
all that time. 

While we are settling this rather 
patriotic matter of the decent pro- 
nunciation of our Home Name, let 
us also see that we “make no foolish- 
ness” about the spelling.

IS PAVLOWA. 


An Impression of Russian 
Dancers, 


The Nymphs with the Winged 
Feet. 


An Artistio Dream of Rare 
Beauty. 
BY HENRY WARNACK. 


Paviowa is like a thistle blown over 
sweet meadows and her ballet dances 
are like the wind-swept, rain-washed 
Stara which swam swimming in the 
surprise of Monday's clear night aft- 
er the storm. There is between these 
dark girls of Russia and the average 
American blonde chorus w®men ex- 
actly the difference existing between 
Dutch cottage cheese and caviar. 


They came to the Auditerium 
last night, Paviowa and her brilliant 
host, and they give performances ta- 
night, tomorrow and Friday night, 
with matinees this afternoon and Sat- 
urday afternoon. 

Paviowa is the queeh of technique 
and the star of her world, but I doubt 
if the ballet is the last word in danc- 
ing and I do not think it was the 


In the beginning when the young 
people of the young world danced to 
the joy of living, they must have 
stood upon their feet, and as the 
world ages in art and seeks to ex- 
press in motion more of vision, it 
3 again resort to the nor- 
ma 

Nothi elae gives response, resi- 
lience and rippling motion to all of the 
body. Nothing else gives liberty to 
arms or expression and suppleness to 
the whole glowing, animated form re- 
quired for the vivid interpretation 
through motion of any great theme. 

In support of this criticiam 1 call 
attention to the fact that two of the 
four most popular dances of last 
night’s remarkable programme em- 
ployed the format foot and not the 
pirouette. One thing in favor of the 
toe ia that it does employ the ankle 
to the fullest extent and the ankle is, 
of course, the most powerful spring 
within the human anatomy. It also 
brings the body to perfect § spiral 
form and makes the dainty dancer 4 
whirlwind of preeious energy. 

It is not the permanent dance of 
the world and perhaps not of any one 
nation, for the reason that it is not 
human and because it ie so exacting 
that few nations produce more than 
two great ballet dancers in an age. 
Russia has pensioned those who have 
succeeded at the age of 32 use 
the sacrifice of the devotee is literal- 
ly completed at that age. If they 
X afterwards it is with less art 
and is soon attended by complete ex- 
haustion, if not by death. Surely the 
Greeks, with the old divine supple- 
ness and strength, never resorted to 
this torture for the glory of amphi- 
theater or Corinthian hall. 

The ballet means a story, but it le 
mostly like a motion picture scenario 
rather than a drama, and the first of 
these presentations last night moved 
before us like a perfect panorama, 
but it did not touch the heart. It ap- 
pealed to the eye as Something con- 
summate in artistry and as rarely 
aesthetic. but it lacked that emotional 
appeal which, I think, must belong to 
the magic of dancing.

TOWN LOSES A STREET.

Sierra Madre Residents Awake to 
the Fact that the City Map Has 
Been Mussed. 
SIERRA MADRE, Jan. 28.—To 
have a street wiped off the map is an 
unusual occurrence. This is what oc- 
curred during the recent storm in this 
section. Adams street, between Grand 
View avenue and Highland boulevard, 
is a thing of the past. Some years ago 
the city engineers changed the course 
of the storm waters from Bailey Can- 
yon and diverted them into a culvert 
at Grand View and Adama streets. Or- 
storm waters sailed merrily 
down this new waterway. 

The recent storm waters rebelled 
and swerved into their, natural water- 
course, which was down Adams street. 
Residents in this section were awak- 
ened by a terrible roar. Charles Hall 
Perry, the City Recorder, went out 
to investigate and found the sidewalk 
in front of his place gone. Proceeding 
further, he found his neighbor’s house 
being rapidiy undermined. A roaring 
stream loomed up in front of him and 
the beautiful street that he had tra- 
versed for years was a thing of the 
past. A new canyon with a roaring 
stream was the view that confronted 
him. Street, sidewalk and some trees 
had disappeared. 

Appeals to the City Marshal, Art 
Odell, brought men with shovels and 
bags of sand, but little relief. Had not 


have, in. taking his usual route, 
stepped into a new formation consist- 
ing of a deep canyon which had been 
formed by the rebellious waters as 
they descended from the mountains. 
The place where the street formerly 
existed has been fenced off and barri- 
cades of sand erected to prevent 
strangers stepping into an unknown 
quantity, while a gang of workmen 
are busily engaged in building new 
thoroughfare. This is one of the few 
streets suffering from the recent down- 
‘pour. Culverts, sidewalks, curbing And 
roadbed held up under the strain in 
other sections. Many attribute the con- 
dition on Adams street to the change 
the former City Engineer made in di- 
verting the natural course of the storm 
waters. ‘

One of these maverick 
boards jerked him into the river. 

Thomas, A. Ward- 
man, Ray Coppock, and Oscar Lark, 
with a number of the Mexican neigh- 
bors of the drowned man, made up 
the searching party today.

The divorce suit of Mrs. Adah 
Painter revealed her husband, Peter 
Painter, in the light of a gay Lothario. 
The exposure was a surprise fo Judge

Painter was reluctant to testify ex- 
cept to say that he did not care to 
live with his wife again. Then Mrs. 
Miksell was called. She said she met 
Painter while she was living at Reno. 
He delivered groceries at her house. 
Later when she removed to this city. 
she met him again. He did her a 
service, identifying her at the bunk 
where she desired to open an account. 
He called on her at her home. 

“T had every confidence in bim.“ 
she sald. “He represented himself as 
a single man, and, desiring compan- 
ionship, I consented to marry him. I 
introduced him as my husband to my 
mother on New Year's Day. I never 
dreamed he already had a wife.” 

Judge Oster granted Mra. Painter 
the decree and awarded her the cus- 
tody of the boy.

NO COMMISSION. 

LEASE DID NOT GO THROUGH. 

A suit to collect a commission. of 
$6000 on a fifty-foot lot on the east 
side of South Hill street turned on 
a provision of the lease that the 
commigsion was to be paid out of 
the first year’s rental. But as the 
lease did not go through, and no 
rental was paid, Judge Wellborn held 
yesterday that the plaintiff is not en- 
titled to the commission. 

The action was brought by F. L. 
Tombs against Mra. A. M. Salter, who 
owned the lot. In April, 1912, she 
entered into an agreement to pay 
Tombs a commission if he would 
lease it for fifty years, the commis- 
sion to be paid out of the first year's 
rental. Tombs found Fred F. Ives 
and others willing to lease the 
premises, and erect a building. 

It appears that Mrs. Salter then 
refused to go ahead with the lease. 
The property had enhanced in value 
in the time intervening between April 
and October, when the lease was 
made. Tombs made an agreement 
with Ives in writing and put it on 
record as attorney, in fact, for Mrs. 
Salter. Mrs. Salter brought suit 
against Ives to quiet title, which ac- 
tion is still pending on appeal to the 
Supreme Court. 

Under the terms of the agreement 
the lease called for $11,000 for six 
years and $10,000 a year thereafter. 
The extra $1000 was to cover the 
commission. The attorneys who 
fought out t interesting question 
were J. PF. C Adler for Tombs and 
Hunsaker & Britt for Mrs. Salter. 
The rental value was based on $4000 
a foot for fifty feet.
